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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The North Wayne to Winthrop road was completed as far as we could 
go. We were hoping to go to the Larry Gray’s driveway but could not 
get permission from the Sesslers to use eight-tenths of an acre of their 
land to reduce the dangerous curve to an acceptable level. 


We had considerable damage to the Wayne Village Dam during De- 
cember and have had the Corps of Engineers out to look it over. At the 
time of printing we have had no report but hope to have something by 
Town Meeting. The flood of December washed many of the Town’s 
dirt roads out. We are asking that $7,000.00 be appropriated out of 
Federal Revenue Sharing and used to put these roads back in good 
condition. We expect some money from the Federal Government but 
that is only enough to put them back into the condition they were prior 
to the disaster. 


We were saddened by the death of Ed Curley, 3rd Selectman, on 
October 3rd, 1973. He was a man who gave his all for the Town and 
was proud to have been a part of Wayne. Ed never shirked any respon- 
sibility that was handed him and always kept Wayne’s welfare at the 
forefront of his thoughts. Our deepest sympathy to his wife, Betty. 


We were sorry for the resignation of our Ist Selectman, Warren H. 
Davenport, but understood the necessity of it. He hasn’t given up his 
interest in the Town as he has agreed to serve on the Planning Board. 


Our thanks go to all the Committees for their diligence and hard 
work throughout the past year.

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JOINT REPORT OF THE ADMINISTRATION 
AND THE WAYNE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Citizens of Wayne: 


This year marks the first year that the Wayne School Committee 
reports to you on Grades Kindergarten to 6th basis. The Community 
School District School Committee which is now legally responsible for 
Grades 7 - 12 will report to you at its annual meeting on the third Mon- 
day in March. 


Legislation: 


Two major pieces of legislation will now have an impact upon our 
schools. The new finance law shares operating cost at 50% between the 
State and local government, and also the law provides for 100% funding 
of all capital outlay cost. 


One other law (long overdue) provides for local school districts be- 
coming responsible for the education of all handicapped and exceptional 
children between the ages of five and twenty. This law is 100% funded. 


The 106th Legislature also passed a law mandating School Lunch 
Programs for all elementary schools. 


Building and Grounds: 


Provisions are made in the 1974 school budget to blacktop the drive- 
ways and parking area and general painting and repair items. 


Over a period of years problems have been developing with our 
septic system behind the school building. Monies are proposed in this 
years budget to correct this problem. 


Credit to the fine condition of our buildings which in the final analy- 
sis reduces some maintenance cost should be given to Clarence Pettengill 
who, as custodian, has done an outstanding job. 
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Student Population and Staff: 


The elementary population has stayed about the same this year 
presenting no serious problems about space. 


Mrs. Sally Crockett was hired to teach Grades 3 and 4 this year. Miss 
Kathleen Moulton was employed as music teacher to work throughout 
Union No. 42 schools, and Miss Anne Reynolds was employed as a part- 
time speech therapist. 


Principal Turcotte has been working with the staff in developing a 
means to report pupil progress via Parent - Teacher Conferences. Work 
is still continuing on revising some aspects of the report card. 


A standardized testing program was revised this year and tests were 
given this fall. 


Energy Crisis: 


We wish that we could report to you at this time just what this 
means to our school year, vacation time, transportation routes, and the 
Fall beginning time. It is quite obvious that if the energy crisis does 
continue and that schools have to close longer during winter months, 
the traditional time of starting school after Labor Day will have to be 
re-examined. Transportation costs and fuel costs have risen dramat- 
ically. 


The Community: 


We would like to express our sincere appreciation to the numerous 
volunteers who continue to provide a wealth of service for our young 
people.

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WAYNE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Fire losses have been rather sad this year. Mr. & Mrs. John Maxim’s " 
home in February was a total loss and the loss of one of our members 
at the Bernard Gray fire at North Wayne. My sympathy. along with the 
fire departments’ goes out to the family of George Riggs. 


Another close call we had was the fire at Mr. & Mrs. William Bran- 
agan’s home. Our tank truck saved that home I am sure. 


We now have a Ladies Auxiliary and they are doing an outstanding 
job on pumper operation and many have completed the resuscitation 
school. 


By the time you read this report we should have our new tank truck, 
a 1974 GMC, 800 gallon capacity with a 250 gpm pump costing about 
$12,000. This we are giving to the town, nearly depleting our treasury. 
We will have a new reliable tank truck with compartments for our gear. 
Our insurance will be higher this year since we are now insuring 6 
trucks. After we sell two trucks the insurance will drop back to a 
lower figure. 


The Ladies Auxiliary and firemen have put red ball stickers on many 
windows in town signifying the room of an invalid or small child. These 
stickers are available from any member. 


This past year we have had three schools of instruction, tactics, 
smoke mask and resuscitation. For the resuscitation school we pur- 
chased Ambu bags, hand operated equipment to be used in place of 
mouth to mouth resuscitation. This school was well attended with 20 
members passing the course. 


The article in the warrant pertaining to Mutual Aid means we will be 
able to call for assistance from surrounding towns without checking 
with town officials first. 
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We are asking for quite a bit more money this year for our pumper 
fund and new hose as both are badly needed. Our equipment is getting 
older each year and our pumper and tank truck will have to be replaced 
before many years. It will be difficult to obtain parts for these older 
models much longer. 


One more comment, if there is an emergency please use our fire 
phone stating what, where and what kind of assistance you need. DO 
NOT use the fire phone for personal calls or for information. 


In closing I would like to thank the boys for their fine turn out at 
meetings and schools. We try to keep.our meetings informative and 
interesting. Many thanks to my Assistant Chief, Andy Knight, for his 
help and enthusiasm in taking care of many tasks.

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REPORT OF THE WAYNE CONSERV ATION COMMISSION 


The Wayne Conservation Commission applied for and received a Ford 
Foundation Grant (No. 735-0509) in the amount of $750. for the con- 
struction of three stable base maps at the following scales: 1” = 500 ft., 
1” = 1,000 ft., 1’? = 2,000 ft. The maps have been completed and are 
now in the process of being edited by a committee formed by the 
Wayne Conservation Commission and the Wayne Historical Committee. 
The 1st edition of the map at the scale of 1” = 2,000 ft. has been 
printed and is currently available at a cost of twenty-five cents apiece. 
The citizens of Wayne are asked to examine and review this map and 
submit corrections, modifications or additions by contacting the map 
committee. 


The Commission is pleased with the response to the water well survey 
which began this year and as soon as all the citizens of Wayne have been 
contacted the well data will be collated and analyzed and a report will 
be submitted. 


During the past year, the Commission was instrumental in the forma- 
tion of an over-all lake organization known as the “30 Mile River 
Alliance”. This group will hopefully serve as voice and monitor of the 
entire watershed area which flows through Wayne via Lovejoy, Pocasset 
and Androscoggin Lakes.

In accordance with the provisions of Title 30, Section 5253, Revised 
Statutes of 1964, and at your request, the financial records of the Town 
of Wayne have been audited for the municipal year ended January 31, 
1974. 


As required by statute, one copy of this’report together with the 
audit procedural form prescribed by the state auditor for governmental 
audits in accordance with statutory requirement have been forwarded 
to the State Department of Audit. 


The examination was in the form of a limited general audit and per- 
formed in accordance with standards established by the State Depart- 
ment of Audit and by the National Committee on Governmental Ac- 
counting.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF WAYNE 
February 1, 1973 to January 31, 1974 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Wayne has been 
completed for the municipal year ended January 31, 1974. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations revealed that avail- 
able funds exceeded expenditures by $14,555.17. Unexpended balances 
in the overlay and interest accounts were mainly responsible for net 
balances lapsed to surplus. 


ASSETS.....The cash balance of $43,183.10 was reconciled with a state- 
ment furnished by the depository, Livermore Falls Trust Co., Livermore 
Falls, Maine. 


Other assets including taxes receivable, tax liens and tax acquired 
property were reviewed and reconciled with balances reflected by the 
Selectmen’s records. 


LIABILITIES.....The Town had no recorded liabilities at the year end. 
Tax anticipation notes negotiated during the period were paid in full at 
the year end. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS.....Appropriation account balances a- 
mounted to $29,967.90 at the year end, and consisted principally of 
highway and education account balances carried forward in compliance 


with statutory requirements. 


The unappropriated surplus of the Town amounted to $22,386.77 at 
the year end, a net increase of $15,740.51 as compared with the pre- 
ceding year. This increase was occasioned principally by net depart- 
mental balances of $14,555.17 lapsed to surplus at the year end, and by 
the exempt veteran refund of $1,589.94 lapsed to surplus. 
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REVENUE SHARING FUNDBS.....amounting to $2,315.49 were received 
from the State and $2,217.29 applied to reduction of the tax rate. 
Revenue sharing funds totaling $10,558.00 were received from the 
Federal Government and are held in a reserve fund for future allocation 
by the Townspeople. Federal funds received in 1972-3 totaling 
$8,771.00 were expended for approval projects. 


GENERAL.....Records of the various Town Officers were well main- 
tained and their cooperation during the examination was complete and 
much appreciated. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to the 
financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were followed to the 
extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
statements fairly present the financial position of the Town at Janu- 
ary 31, 1974 and the result of its operations for the year then ended.
